COMPENSATION FOR LAND 
SPECULATORS. 

It is a iimtter <if litllt^ uioiiicnt wbi'tliur 
our ruferenco to tlio (Iffiiiict town of Ditrliy 
on Frasor river is LOii-uct or iiii'orreit. 
The principle of couiptmsntioii whioh our 
Blightly entt'i'iueil contcuiponiry urj-en for 
diBappoiutoil Port Moody lot-owuorH is so 
ridiculous tluU uiu) trumblea for tUo sanity 
of tho writer wlio advanced it. How, 
•who laid out the town of Port Moody t 
Kot the local goverument, but private 
speculatora nud land j^rabbtiru. Aud who 
declared Port ^[oody to bo the tortuiuUB of 
the Cliiuadiau Piicilic llailwayV Not the 
local, but tln' Ddiniiiiou yDVcrnuiout. In 
either case wo ciiu sec no cause for coui- 
plaiut ayaiust tlie Jaiues Bay luiuistcrs, 
But let UH exauiiiie tb:i coinpcnsation pru- 
potiitiou a little. Years a;^'o a luiiiiber of 
men secured land on and near tho harbor 
of Port lloody at the iioiuinal rate of one 
dollar an acre. W hen the land ciuue into 
market, eouseipieut upou tho solectiun of 
the port BB the termiuus of the overland 
railway, tlte boldera of the land iliviiled 
it into siunll parcels, and sold it at 
from $250 to $5,000 on acre. "When llr. 
Van Home came to tho province he agreed 
to carry the road on to Coal IIarb(jr, when^ 
the proviuce owns about S2.'i,000 acn's of 
land which, if the roail should stop at Port 
Moody, would bo almost worthli'ss. A 
tumble iu laud values at P(jrt Moody and 
a rise at Coal Harbor followi'd; the pro- 
vince i.s now aski'd to comi)en.sate tho 
speculators at Port Moody for thoir loses! 
Has our esteemed contemporary made a 
culuulatiou of tho sum that would be re- 
quired to carry out bis original scheme of 
compensation? Is ho aware that iu May 
last the town sito of Port iloodv was valued 
at $-1,500,000, aud that its present value is 
about §50,000? Now, how does this man 
who is 80 {,'enerous with other people's 
money propose tu assess dauiuj^es? Is lie 
going to pay back to the original holders 
the $1 an acre they investi'dV or will be i)ay 
them consequential damages, (wLat they 
expected to make but didn't from the sale 
of their lots?) On the other hand, if he 
proposes to compensate the original hold- 
era what is he going to do for tho people 
who foolishly paid fnbnlotts sums for Port 
Moody town lots? Will ho look after thoni 
"consequentially" too, and recou]) thein 
not only the sums tiny paid, but the profit 
they expected to niiiki ? or will he leave 
them to recover ilaniuges fnmi the original 
bolili^rsV The question is a lari;o and ever- 
■wideuiug one, aud the principle once 
admitted would absorb tho public rovenue-j 
for twenty years to come, aud there would 
still bo a crowd of broken-down Port Moody 
speculators gathered abcnit tho ti-easury 
door "asking for more." Wo should be 
glad to have some light tlirowu on the 
scheme by our ecnleniporary. 

INDIAN DISCONTENT. 

That vast eastern country which gives 
to Queen Victoria her title of Empress 
of India has been a great cure to the em- 
pire ever .since its acquisition. It has 
been tho seat of endless seditions and re- 
bellions, tho spirit of which still lingers 
among tho native inhabitants. Tlie coun- 
try 13 thoruuglily governed by tlio Eng- 
lish, but it seems to bo inipossible tu 
deatroy tho fouling of hatred With which 
the Indian people regard their rnlura. A 
correapondont of tho London Times writ- 
ing on this subject rucenlly, .said that 
peoplu in England liavo no ide.'i of the bit- 
ter and hostilu .spn'it which ijiids e.xpres- 
aiou in tlio native newspapers. The 
articles that apjiunr in a magaziiio called 
"The Voice of India," are most ciirefully 
aelacted and expurgated or English |)coplu 
would be startled to discover the dis- 
loyalty that is rampant in India. 'I'iio 
Times correspondent gives a fow examples 
of the writings that influnnco a large por- 
tion of the native i)opulatiun. Tho fol- 
lowing quotation shows how u native 
journal teaches its readers tn appreciate 
the efforts of the Rovernmont in tlio relief 
of famine: 

"The fiendish Eiiglislnr.en say laugh- 
ingly that the people of Madras died of 
starvation because they were improvident. 
If those whom they h avo robbed of every- 
thing lament, the liinidish Englislnneii 
call them rebels. To beg for employment 
is Impertinonco. They call men idle if 
thoy cannot work on .-locouTit of weakness 
caused by iiisuflicieiit fixul." 

A Bengaioo newspaper has, perhaps, 
surpassed (ill its conteinporuries. It 
observes in 'the issue of July 27th 
last: 

"Foreigners have taken pos.session of 
India and are sucking her dry. The 
puogjle of India look on in a holple-ss man- 
ner. Thoir beat interests are sacrlliced 
for the benefit of tho Knglisli. Over and 
above this, the innocent natives are insult- 
ed and killed. At every step tho penule 
send up aery forsuccnur, when the I'lng- 
liah whip or the Englisii kick falls upon 
them. TheJ demons are engaged, heart 
and soul, in violating tho chastity and fak- 
ing tho lives of Indian females. What a 
heart-rending acoue! It ia a matter of 
regret that tho people of India ilo not 
gird up thoir loins to gut rid of tho oppres- 
sion of white men." 

If such writings circulated only among 
the educated classes they would defeat 
themselves by their extravagance and 
scurrility, but tho mass of their readers 
are peasants who credulously drink in 
whatever unscrupulou.s writers deal nut in 
them. As long as the natives aro imbib- 
ing such .'jeiitiments as these tho efTorts of 
tho Englisli govuriiinont to develop 
India, and to improvo the condition of 
the people, are useless. It is a mucli 
harder matter to govern a foreign nation 
like India than to manage a dependency 
like Canada, whose people aro of tho same 
race and blood as the mother country, 
and whoso interests are nearly identical. 

"AN ALAliMlNO RUMdll." 

Under this heading last night's Times 
gives currency to a minor that^io local 
government have given the Syndicate that 
lately purchased the Ilasting's saw mill 
property a ten-years' extension of the tim- 
ber leftse, ■which M'onUt have exjiired iu 
limitation in two years, and that Dr. Powell, 
Indian Commis.sionor. is now at Montreal 
endeavoring to elTc^ct a sale of the property. 
It is further stated that the provincial 
Hccrotary is iiiterest(.'d in the new 
yyudicato which has just secured 
the renewal of the valuable lease. It 
is true that rumors to the effect 
stated by the Times have boon- heard on tho 
streets for some days; but we think it 
will be found on investigation that tlioro 
is little or no truth in them. It will ro- 
quiro more than mere rumor to coiiviiico 
the public that tho ministry who secured 
for the country the Island railway and 
the dry dock, and induced tho Dominion 
government to throw open railway lands 
at §1 an aero have been guilty of anytiiiiig 
"crooked" in the inani|)iilatioii of Hiir- 
rard Inlet or any other lands Tho Tiiiius 
should not attach importance to idle 
jftroet rumors.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

CALIFOKNIA. 
San Jose, Oal., Sept. 17.— J. E. 
Thompson, editor of the Evening Uorald 
of this city, was assaulted in his ofhco to- 
day by Judge J. U. Loniar. Several blows 
were aimed at Thompson, but were 
warded otl'by friends of both parties, who 
were present. The cause of tho attack is 
said to be an article, rucently publiMhed 
in the Herald, in which Lomar's doaortion 
of the democracy and alliliation with the 
republican party was spoken of as omin- 
ontiy fitting, ho being a paid attorney of 
the railroad company, etc. It is believed 
that no further trouble will result. 

CHINA. 

SiiANiin.-ii, Sept. 17. — Two thousand 
French troops landed to-day at Koiipai 
I'asa, on Mill river, below Foo Chow and 
attacked tho Chinese. Tho latter wore 
defeated with heavy loss and aro in full 
retreat. 

A monster mass meeting was hold hero 
to-day, in which tho English community 
took part. 'J'ho moetiiig strongly depre- 
cated tho prolongation of tho present 
desultory hostilities on tho part of Franco. 
Their eifects aro simply ruinous to com- 
merce. 

Paris, Sept. 17. — Admiral Courbot has 
estimated that tho bombardnient of tho 
arsenal, near Foo Chow, and thu forts 
along Min river, did dtiinago amounting 
to 510,000,000. 

EGYPT. 

SUAKI.M, Sept. 17. — Tho succosa, day 
before yesterday, of tho friendly .-Vrabs 
and |)olico whilo oacortiiig a convoy of 
provisions and women to Suakini, and in 
defeating the attacking party of IJaddi - 
vowas, has had an inspiring elloct on 
friendly tribes. Two thousand of tho 
Aniair tribe attacked the Haddovowaa, 
and after an engagement of four hours, 
succeeded in destroying thoni, killing and 
capturing many arms 

Caiiio, Sept. 17. — Men are volunteer- 
ing eagerly for the camel corps which 
General Wolesley has £;iven orders for. 
Advices from Wady Haifa state that tho 
steamer Masifikbir has successfully pasaed 
the second cataract.

EASTERN STATES. 
DKTtoiT, Mich., Sept. 17. — Major 
Sanuiel Robinson of Charlotte, was shot 
by a tramp last night at his home, and is 
notv in a critical condition. The tramp 
was caught late at night, and ordered 
away, whereupon he firod twice, one ball 
going tliroiigh tho breast of the major. 
T'lie man was arrested. Ho gives the 
name of John Morris, of Detroit. Great 
e.xcitoment prevails with treats of lynch- 
ing. 

PoKT Huron, Mich., Sept. 17. — Forest 
fires are burning fiorcoly on tho west sidi! 
of this city. 

Rkv Wkst, .Sept. 17. — Generals Gome/, 
and Mocco arrived to-night from Hon- 
duras via Now Orleans, Cedar Reyes and 
Tampa. They said thoy havo arranged 
for future operations in Cuba, and will 
proceed from hence to New York. 

RUSSIA. 

Skiknavkj, Sept. 17. — The local police 
wore advised from Vienna that dyiiainite 
would be found secreted in a coal carriage 
of the locomotives there. The police at 
once made a careful examination of the 
coal supplies on tho lucomotives at this 
tioiiit, but discovered nothing of a 
3u.spicions nature. As a further precau 
tion tho olhcora of railway trains wore re- 
(juired to take oaths of alliance to the 
czar before entering on their duty. All 
railway viaducts over which any of tho iiii- 
])orial passengers were passing were care- 
fully examined and tlie earth cleared away 
to the depth of three foot around the sup- 
ports to make sure no dynamite had been 
lodged there. The three premiers and 
tho throe emperors had a conference yes- 
terday which lasted three hours. Subso- 
cpiently to that tho Emperor William gave 
an audience to C(nint Kaliioky. Ein|)oror 
William left Skirnovic last night. The 
.Austrian emperor will depart to-day,

GERMANY. 
Hkhlin', Sept. 17. — The farewell at the 
frontier to tlie Emperor of Uerniany by the 
Czar and Czarina was of a most aireeticuiate 
character. The Emperor frenuoutly kissed 
tho Ciiarina and Grand Duchess Maria 
Paulovana. Ho ombrncodnud thrice kissed 
tho Emiieror of Austria, the Czar and 
Ku.ssinn (irand Dukes, and expressed his 
sincere thanks for the hospitality. When 
the train departed the assouiblago cheered 
tho Cierman Emperor, who stood at the 
window of his car, waving adieus until out 
of sight.

Kccly's Yeurs of Anxious Labor 
Ci'owncd at Lust. 

(Bjr Perpetual Motion to tlie New York Journal.) 

PHiLADBLrniA, Pa., Ang. (!. 

The stockholders of the Keely Motor 
Company were thrown into gniit oxeito- 
mont this afternoon by receiving a notice 
from the invi'iitor, whiidi reail:-- 

■•11 goes! Come to the workshop at U 
o'cloi'k this evening." 

Tho rc-port that the i'eli>brated motor had 
at last been ina{le to "mote" was soon 
whispered in seieiilitlc circles, and Jlr. 
Keely was soon deluged with applieiitioiis 
from many learned meu in tin- city reriuest- 
ing admission to the private e.vhibitiou. 
Mr. Keely, however, di'clineil to admit 
anybody exi-ept the stockholilers. The 
Journal reporter fortunately reeoi%'od a 
sharo of stuck from Mr. William Gibson, of 
Walnut street, who was obliged to bo absent 
from tho test. 

Promptly at 8 o'clock the big double 
doors of the shop were opeiunl, and Mr. 
Keely, in a new plug hat, and smoking a 
Havana cigar, stood in the doorway. 

"Collie iu, gentlemen," he exclaimed, 
smiling radiantly, "and stop softly. Tho 
greatest triumph of mine, or all onr lives, is 
now at haiul." 

Several of thi' stockholdi'rs were over- 
come with emotion, and Mr. Keely seized 
tho opportunity to borrow si'JOl) from Mr. 
James Dolehoy, of Spruce street, who hits 
been a firm believer in the motor for over 
eight yi-ars. 

When all had entered, tho doors were 
closed and then heavily iKukled curtains 
were hung against them to prevent in- 
([uisitivo strangers friuii peeping tlirough 
Tho motor was tho focus for all oyea. 
What appeared to be a flour barrel with 
small holes punched in the bottom stood 
upon a small platform.

THE MANUFACTURE OF CORKS. 



IVhcro tlie Iluric Coinvn rroru— Tho 
Vaikerliiu: illacliliic.

jMany people wonder what becomes of 
nil the old corks, and but few know any- 
thing about the iniinnfiicture of new ones. 
Though there are several large manufac- 
tories of (he iiidispeii.snhhr artii:h'S in tin: 
cily but few people ever .saw them iiiiiile. 
A reporter who c-allnl at one of the I'ao- 
ttirU's oil the north side was refu.setl admit- 
liUice to tlio place wheru they are cut, for 
fcnr liu would find out too much about a 
ccrliiin iniichinu which is used in tapering 
them. On the principiil points about their 
iiuinufaeUiro, however, the clerk in charge 
was (|uitc communicative. 

The I'ork itself is tlio bark of n tree 
calhd the cork Ollk, which grows in Spain 
and Portugal. The first llint is stripjied 
fiiiiii the tree.i is calletl virgin cork, ami is 
so gnarled thai it Is nut of much use, being 
sold iniiicipMll y to llorists, who iji-inv moss 
on it. .Xfter Ihls virgin bark is stripped 
oil aiioiber gniwUi is olilaiiied, u liich is 
i-i)iop:iralively smooth on tlio surliico. 
The average thickiiv.s.s Is about three 
iiichis, though some of ll grows to Ihe 
tliii l-Liii s.^ of six inches. Every four years 
a new ti^rk grows on the tree, so that, its 
tile t reo lives to a good old aire, one will 
fuiiiish many layers of bark, ft is shipped 
to this eouiitiy in slaljs, which ure done ui) 
in bales. 

The I'acloiy visited makes four dilTeront 
sizes of corks, and also makes cork insoles 
for shoes. To iiuike tho former 
the .slab (or "block" of cork us 
it I.s called) is cut into strips, the 
thickness varying with the size of tlio 
curka desired to be made. This block is

Qdedec, September S.— Letters were re- 
ceived in towu Suinrday from tllB Hudson 
Straits exploring iiurty of the Canadian 
Gove.iunieiit, dated the :!lst July at Naiu, 
on the Labrador coast, in lat. Tili iJ'J N. long, 
(il 11 W. Naiu is a small fishing station 
not marked on iiniuy of thu maps, but situ- 
ated ouly a few luague.s from Davis' Inlet, 
which, on reference to the maps of tho 
coast of Labrador, will bo found to be about 
midway between York I'oiut, on the north- 
easterly extremity of tho Straits of Belle 
Isle and Cape Chudloigh, at the easterly 
extremity of lludKou's Straits. 

ULAh'C UAIILON, 

on tho North Slioro, at the westerly ex- 
tremity of tho Straits of Belle Isle, was 
reaebeil early on tbo morning of the "iCith of 
•Inly. Numerous icebergs were met by the 
party in the Straits iiud several others sub- 
seiiueutly. XI Niiiii tbo party were to go 
ashore to enga^;u Kskiiuos for the several 
stations as interpeters and hunters, as well 
as to lay in a stock of sealskin clothing suit- 
able to tlie cliiiiato. Tlicre are to be seveu 
ol)serving statious established, and the site 
of the last of these, it was (ixpei'ted would 
not be reached iu less than si.'c weeks or 
two mouths from the duto of tho expedi- 
tion's arrival at Naiu. The Neptnuu will 
then retnru to St. John's, which it will 
])robalily reach about the end of October. 
Tw(^ observing stiitionB will bo at thu eu- 
traiieo to Hudson's Straits, two at the Nar- 
rows, about the middle of the Straits; two 
at the junction of Hudson's Bay with the 
Straits, and the seventh on the western 
shore of Hudson's Bay at Churchill. 

■rUK .STATIOINS. 

Thu housea at each station will be built 
of two thicknesses of lumber, with tarred 
paper between, and will each bo 14x22 
feet. Outside the timber will bo placed 
sods of moss, ciunpletely covering tho 
bildings; then rough boards, and over all 
a lari;e sail or tarnuulni. When winter 
has set ill the whole will be built over with 
ice and snow blocks. A coal stove and 
t wuiity tuna of ooul will bo supjiliod each 
station. Some interesting details con- 
corniiii! tho Labrador coast, have been 
forsvarded by a member of tho expedition 
from Naiii. .Ml the way to this point 
froin the .Straits of Belle Islo, thu coast is 
perfectly barren, with ii few tiahing poats 
and missionary stations. The cod fishing 
lias been very poor this yottr, und it \v«s 
noted that the furiilier north one traveled 
the Hiiialler the lish beeaino. .-X very dilh- 
ciilt feature of tlie coast to navigators ia 
the character of the outlying iolanils, 
which are by no nieana correctly laid 
down on tho charts, so that navigation ia 
anything but safe, but hue weather ia out 
of tho question. Some of theae ialanda 
are tjfty to sixty miles from the mainland, 
with niifathoiiiiible water all round them. 
In ai)pr.iacliiiig Nain thu expedition got so 
completely involved among the ialanda 
that, in despair of ever roaciiing tho place 
by following tho chart, tho sleainer came 
to an anchor until a pilot was hunted up 
to take tlieiii in fnini among the neigh- 
boring lisliiiig suliiioiier.s. Thu advices 
from Naiu have been just live weeka on 
the way to (.^luebeo. 

The most northerly station to bo estab- 
lished is so situated that its shortest day 
will be re[ireseiited by an hour and a half 
of sunshine oiilv.

Robert at 
that time ^v-us almost uuablo to muki) his 
enltrprise pay him, and thu uroflls foil so 
ofteu behiuil the expenses tiiat ho somo- 
tlmes cuuLteiupliilcd ubuudouing tlie move- 
mout Thu dilllculty that beset him was 
apparently a trillo, but it uudcrmined his 
whole effort. The tllaments of cotton— 
what we call the dust of the product — 
gathered all over the machinery, so that 
uio bobbius .and the tapes were covered 
with it; tlicy refused to wove. Every «ix 
or sevoQ hours the workman woa oblised 
to stop work" and clean his machine, aud at 
the end of the day he luul a poor day's work 
to show, aad one tL-»t. hardly enabled him 
to earn viiges. The niixiona master 
sought thn aid of .science; he seat for Watt, 
Uie great iavoutorof thecottun machinery.
